there is no argument-—skirt length 
and the waistline. Skirts are short 
and the waistline is marked 
above the top of the hips, !f it is 
correct, not below it. There are 
many ways of achieving this defi- 
niteness, as there would have to be, 
if everyone is attired becomingly, 
and there are, also, many ways ot 
making the skirt seem becomingly 
longer, even while it continues 
smartly short. By short we do not 
mean knee-length, but at least two 
or three inches below the knee, 
when the skirt its at rest. 


A Word About Fabrics And Colors 


They contribute to the restless 
silhouette by their pliability and 
their tone harmonies, the latter 
sure to be abused before the sea- 
son ends.

‘The collarless 
frock is the thing, but it is not 
an untrimmed neckline that re- 
sults, for fashion has found many 
ways of softening its severity. 
There muy be nothing severe about 
even a siit, these days. 

Considering Mnes as one of the 
details ihat go to make up the 
mode—the seal of approval has 
been set upon horizontal, vertical, 
even diagonal lines—hemilines show 
a tendency to dip, as a result. 
Tucks and trimming treatments 
achieve these lines, and when 
diagonals are desired, there may be 
tiers, or fringes, or a girdle that 
hugs the hips and keeps to this 
line. Pleats are very important-— 
they are one way of achieving the 
vertical effeet that is becoming 
slenderizing.

The 
case is light of weight, daintily 
fitted with pearl or amber, and at 
its best in black cobra grained 
cowhide.

HIS costume accessory—travel- 
ing from the manufacturer to 
you, is certainly speeding on 
a mission of the utmost im- 
porcance. Never before in the his- 
tory of fashion has its work been 
so tmperative or so subtly con- 
tributive to the gencral result. It 
will be called upon (to supplement 
garments that are nothing if not 
sophisticated, and it must fall in 
with the idea of sophistication 
even while it retains its own in- 
dividuality. 5 

Yuke a general mode, the funda- 
mentals of which are & broken 
silhouette, the use of two fabrics 
and two coors, major de tails that 
include jackets, capes, the marked 
waistline, tiers and yoKes and 
blouses, and minor detalls that 
favor seamings and tuchings and 
pleatings and bows, and anything 
added to these fundamentals must 
be exactly right or It will be utterly 
wrong. Yet we must have footwear 
and hosiery, headwear und hand- 
wear, handbags and flowers and 
scarfs, if we are to wear costume 
complete. 

If we possess a gift of visualiza~ 
tion, we are fortunate, for it makes 
possible the completed costume 
photographed for the mind’s eye, 
and we can work from that photo- 
graph. Certain principles stand 
out so boldly that they need no 
stressing, We know that a tallored 
envelope bag of leather is not the 
proper accessory for a jeweled eve- 
ning gown, and a sequinned bag 
does not belong with a tweed trot- 
teur. There are other principles 
that we may not violate, but they 
are more subtle in their applica- 
tion. 

We have accepted the ensemble 
{dea as the basts of all costuming, 
and we know that any costume ts 
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made up of several onsembles, and 
is not a general affair with all its 
parts matched. One may prefer to 
match her gloves to her handbag 
and hosiery, another may match 
them to footwear, headwear or 
scarf. Either idea Is correct—-just 
so the gloves are not a thing apart 
from the costume, bearing no pos- 
sible relation to anything tn {t. 

In a mode where color plays 30 
{mportant a part, and there are 
many approved details of trimming, 
one must ever bear in mind the 
fact that fussiness Is unpardonable, 
and frills and furbelows or glaring 
combinations of colors are wholly 
taboo, There must be a subile 
correlation of parts—a proper com- 
bination of fabrics, harmony ot 
color, a correct use of details when 
{t comes to the decorative theme, 

The idea of the correct accessory 
ig color blending, not color match- 
ing. This permits of contrast, but 
not too obvious contrast. Two or 
three accessories, definitely identl- 
fied with each other, must also be 
definitely identified with the frock 
or sult they complement, and 
with other accessory groups that 
go to make up the costume. 

The greatest enemy to be feared 
ig fussiness. There are sO many 
attractive costume details that one 
yearns over them all, but may not 
wear even a small per cent of them, 
A single glittering pin, in @ hat— 
perhaps two, if they are the sole 
trimming-—-would be smart, giit- 
tering pins at the throat or 
shoulder, and catching errant drap- 
eries, worn with a hat so orna- 
mented would be tawdry. It is a 
principle of just enough, too much 
is fatal.
